formation it contains, there were 
th en TS “sample ro o m s " in 
the 
city. 
The second largest classifi­ 
cation is that of hotels, with 25 
establishm ents listed, and grocer­ 
ies are third with 24.

growing city's population, 
Bunn 
and Miller gave a
